In the presence of Lord and Lady Allenby and the Queen and 
Crown Prince of Belgium, Suleiman, the Under-Secretary of State

inner chamber of Tut-Ankb-Amen’s tomb was officially opened.

The rigour of convention bad to bow ta the ex- 
igencles of space and the ventilation conditions within the tomb, 
and Lord Allenby chatted with the Queen of the Belgiars 
in his shirtsleeves on account of the claseness of tho 
atmosphere. Tho Queen, did not hesitate to squeez> into the 
nartew, dusty aperture made inthe sealeddoor. All were overjoyed 
at the exquisite treasures within. Subdseguéntly a bos: of distin- 
guished persons, andthe American aud French Ministers, vit ited the 
new chamber. The vastness of the coffin srousad the presumption 
that it may contain other mummies besides that of Tut-ankh-A men, 
but certainty will not be forthcomiag during the present year 
because it is believed that Lord Carnarvon has decided not to work 
further uotil next season. . 


GERMANS EYADE EMBARGO.

MAJOR CASSEL SUED. 
a oY . 
Sequel fo Chauffenr's 
Dismissal. 


Major Casset was sued by an 
Indian chauffeur, Noor Ahmed, in 
the Summary Court, before Mr. 
Justice Gompertz, this morning, 
for $97.50, being $22.50 wages 
due and $75 one month’s wages 
io lieu of notice. 

Plaintiff was legally represent- 
edby Mr. C. A. S. Russ and Mr. D. 
H. Blake condicted the defence. 

Mr. Russ explained that 
plaintiff was engaged by defen- 
dant as a chauffeur on Nov. 
g2nd. 1922, at a wage of 
$75 a month. At the begin- 
ning of January he was paid 
his wages up till that time. Ona 
Jap. 9th. be was. dismissed 
without notice end the point was 
whether Major Cassel owas 
justified in dismissing plaintiff or 
not. Mr. Russ ‘submitted that 
plaintiff was engeged under a 
monthly contrac: and contended 
thatthe burden of proving that 
the dismissal was justified was on 
the defendant 

Mr. Blake accordingly present- 
ed bis case. His story was that 
on Jan. 9th. plaintiff was spoken 
to by ‘Major Cassel with regard to 
the petrol he bad received. The 
chauffeur stased that he had 
received two cases of petrcl, on 
Jan. 5th and 6th with which 
be bac completely filled up the 
tanks of Major Cass-l’s two cars 
at East Point girage. Major 
Cassel looked at the gauges on 
the cars and found that in the 
Napier there wero only ten gallops 
and in the Cadillec there were 
only thirteen gallons. Each car 
held twenty gallons. The Napier 
had not been out of the garage 
since Jan. 3rd. andthe Cadillac 
had only done about thirteen 
miles between the 7th. and the 
9b. Therefore the Cadillac 
should have had sbout nineteen 
gallons. There were about ten 
galons short in the Napier and 
six gallons syior: in the Cadillac 
-——sixteen gallons in all, the 
amount plaintiff hed received in 
the few previous days, two cases of 
eight gallons each. Major Cassel 
asked plaintiff what had happened 
to these sixteen gallons. He could 
get no explanation and dismissed 
him. ; . 

Mr. Blake explained that there 
two cars were keptin two lock- 
up sheds, fitted with two Chubb 
locks. There were duplicate keys 
to each, kept | bv defen. 
jant and plaintiff. Dafen- 
dant’s case was that either 
plaintiff took the petrol or. else 
was negligent in looking after it. 

Major Cassel gave evidence in 

support of his case. Croys-examio- 
edby Mr. Rugs, he could not say 
how much petrol was in the cars 
before they were filled up. 
Mr. Russ:—What you are re- 
lying on then is tobind him down 
to his statement that they were 
filled 7—I can't doarything else; 
Igave him every chance of re- 
pudiating it. 

Referring to another chauffeur 
whoro he had dissmissed, Major 
Cassel said hea was incompetent 
and had been ‘ined for exceeding 
the speed limit. 

Mr. Russ:—Is exceeding the 
limit a sign of incompetency * 

Major Cassel:—Itis a sign of in- 
competency ifcaught by thepolice. 

Plaintiff's cage was that he put 
half a case of petrol in the Napior 
and one and a half case io the 
Cadiilac. 


Plaintiff told Major 
Cassel that whatever pstrol he 
had be poured into thecars. He 
had not stolen ang petrol. Before 
he filled up the Cadillac there were 
about two and « half gallons in 
the tank. " 

Mr. Russ submitted thet de- 
fendant had to prove plaintif 
guilty of = criminal offence by 
stealing the petrol or thet there 
was such grogs negligence that he 
was justified in dismissing him. 
No mere suspicion wes sufficient 
to justify it. 

His Honour thought if there 
was a material shortage of petrol 
plaintiff hed either taken it, or 
someone elae bad teken it, or ho 
had been negligent... - 

Mr. Russ submitted. that mo 
shortage of petrol hed been 
proved, o7, if there - were 
shortage, if waa not substantial. 
His contetttion wes that Major 
Cassel had no more‘ than a sus- 
picion that the pstrol was stolen.

WOLVES ON THE TRAIL. 


Three Hanters Perish. 


Port Artbur, Ont:—A great 
roving band of hungry wolves 
has devoured three men, accord: 
ing ‘to reports sifting in to-day 
from the snow-covered trails of 
the Sturgeon River country. 
Thesa reports fold of a losing 
battle fought by twa Indians after 
a.white trapoer had been downed 
and killed. . 

Last Saturday an elderly trap. 
per left his cabin in the woods, 
seventy miles north of Ignace, to 
mush dowr to the saltlement for 
bis Christmas mail, He arrived 
in safety. There was no mail, 
however, and tha old man said 
he. would come back Christmas 
morning. : 

At noon he had not arrived. 
The postmaster sent two Indians 
to follow the “trall until they 
found him. 

About two miles from the set 
tlement the Indians found a spot 
pounded down in. the snow. 
There was blood: Bits of dog 
haroess torn to pieces were scat. 
tered sbour. In the midst of 
them the Indians found buman 
bones. They hastened back 
to report their discovery. 

The lure af the bounty on 
wolves, however, urged the 
Indians to take the trail azain, 
with extra ammunition. They 
sped bebind their dog team into 
the woods as tha villagers wavad 
goodbye. They did not return, 


Yesterday a new searching 
party departed. They found 
another patch trodden in the 
snow, with muck mare blood, 
about two niles beyond the first. 


The two guns the Indians had 
carried were lying tn the erimeon- 
ed snow. Scattered about were 
bones, bits of clothing and empty 
shells. 


The carcasses of sixteen dasd 
wolves—some half eaten—lay 
stretched ic a circle abous the 
remains of the two Lodian hanters.

checking the import of arms into 
the Colany, - Tom, Dick or Harry 
can import as many casesof arms 
as ho pleases $0 long.as he takes 
carte to have them descrited in 
the manifest as bonnets, ginger 
beer or some other article. 
These arms he quietly Isnds 
and stows in his godewn and 
the police are none the wiser. 
Perhaps he. deals in arms 
regularly, and if so be has. a few 
cases which he takes good care 
to register, and his sales book is 
always above suspicion. But 
when a Chinaman comes and 
wants a faw cases to smuggle, 
these sre not drawn from the 
registered stock, but from the 
bonnats, ginerbeer cases, and thus 
detection is avoided.

Those who have resd it and 
taken careful note of its recorn- 
Imerdations will doubtless agree 
that it indicates:a thorough 
analysis of the problem by its 
signatories and ao attemp: to 
solve the question on broad, 
comprehensive . and practical 
lines. There may be disagree- 
‘ment with some of the conclu- 
iston3s reached, but ome point 
‘gtands out prominently—:ha: the 
| yub-committeo has given much 
itime and thought to tha matter 
jand has made an effortto evolve 
a scheme by which past short. 
| comings may be overcome. 
There is nothing nebulous in the 
proposals put forward. The 
whole field of European educa- 
tion explored and 
concrete suggestions have been 
made with a view toeffecting a 
‘much-needed improvement in 
lexisting facilities. di

We have said before, and we 
repeat it now. that the present 
educational arrangements in 
tkia Colony so far as European 
children are concerned are 
lamentably poar. - Hongkong has 
to play second fiddle to most 
other places in the Esst in this 
regard, and there is a consensus 
of opinion amongst residenta that 
this is a state of affairs which 
should be no longer tolerated. 
The ohly definite proposals yet 
made for remedyiog matters

Tha suggestion 
that a portion of the Hotanical 
Ganteus be allozated as a site 
for this proposed cantral school 
has much to command it. But 
the exact Site, so long ss it is 
fairly central, is of secondary 
importance compared to the 
larger question of the creation of 
such a school, Another matter 
which we are glad to see stressed 
is the badetectof constant staff 
changes—wo agree that the 
inefficiency of the education of 
British children in the past Has 
bean largely due to this factor: 
and the proposals made under 
this heading are deserving of the 
gerious notice of the Gorarmment. 
But parents also have their te 
sponsibilities, and for that reason 
we note with satisfaction the 
emphasia {aid on the recessity of 
regular attendance of childrec. 
We fear far too many parents 
are very lax on this point. 


In view of the vary compre- 
bensive character af the report, 
wwe think the earliest opportunity 
shold be taken of ascertaining 
the Government's views on the 
tecommendations put forward.

Aeronautical Development.

It 
appears hardly possible to set a 
Limit to inventive genius in aerial 
science. Followjng the big de- 
velopments that have been record- 
ed inengine-power, woight-carry- 


blance of the genuine weapon. 


ing capacity, speed and cruising 
rangé, and stability and general 
safety: and.the research work 
being carried out along the lines 
of balancing, gliding, and hover- 
ing: we get news of what 
isaptly described as “one of the 
greatest triamphbs of aeronautical 
research in recent yaars.” Thia is 
nothing less than the commetce- 
ment of construction, . following 
successful experiments, of a 16,000 
horse-power semi-Diesel aero- 
plone engine burning crude oil 
instead of petrol, and which it is 
claimed will be the most powerful 
inthe world. The transition from 
petrol tocrade oil certainly means 
one of the biggest advances that 
lit is possible to imagine in the 
fuel problem, failing the discovery 
ofsome entirely new, cheap form 
‘of fael. There can be no gain- 
ssying that the developments in 
aviation during the pset few years 
have been of an almost wonderful 
nature, and that pobody can 
predict the advance that might 
be made within even the next 
decade.. By 1933 aerial voyaging 
from London to Hongkong will 
probably be nothing out of the 
gringry.

EUCALYPTUS TREES. 


Beautifol Among New 
Surroundings. 


The eucalyptus tree baving 
bsen acctimetised in Hongkong, 
most of our readers will be 
interested in the following 
extract from an article on the 
Riviem contributed to the 
Januay issue of United Empire 
by Major Boose :— 

Those from the Southern 
hemisphere cannot fai! to be 
struck by the siqilsrity, in many 
respects, of the covatry srouod 
Cannes and. some parts of 
Australi This is . largely 
accounted for by the luxurious 
growth of the eucalyptus trees 
both in the town aod ic the 
country, the presence of the 


wattle in endless variety, the’ 


growth of the bougainvillis, and 
an occasional peep at the bottle 
brush tree, atl 30 common in 
various parts of the Common- 
Wealth, 

The introduction ofthe eucalyp 
tus globulus tock place about 
fifty years ago. Some of the 
earliest. experiments in ac- 
climatizing the tree, now 80 
extensively grown both for use 
and beauty, were made in the 
gardensof M.Theuret, a distin- 
guished French naturalist living 
at. Cepd° Antibes. Followiag 
tho. experimental stages the eu- 
calyptus, of which there are now 
fiva or six dozan species ia the 
south of France, wassubsequent- 


‘lly used to aid the drainage of 


marshy Iand in the néighbourhood 
of Cannes long before such 
use became gener! in other 
perts, such as the Compagna of 


‘| Rome, where it was extensively 


planted to dispel rnissma; Algeria, 
and elsawhere. As regards its psr- 
ticular uses the author of a well- 
known work entitled “Riviera 
Natura Notes” i3 of opinion 
that whether the eucslyptus be 
febrifuge or not, and whether a 
decoction of its. leaves does or 
does not cure influenza, we may 
be glad to see it spread, for it 
must beth purify the air and 
pratect the ground from being

Luxoris situated | 
atm point onthe Nile where the 
country is most open,-and al- 
though hills frame the horizon to 
the west andoeast, thereis a feeling 
of spaciousniss and grandeur on 
wt sides which is epjoyed 
nowhere elsoonthisswift-flowiog 
and majesticriver, The ancient . 

ptiansa, whoknew what thay 
ware sbout, selected this spot for 
the creation ofa city which was 
probably: the most splendid ever 
known. On the east bank they 
erected their temples ard their 
dwellings, though of the latter 
thereappear to be few remaing, 
and they choso. for their 
cemetaries, which were master- 
pieces af the artist's and artisan’s 
craft, the wast bank, which, from 
its formation and with its 
magnificent and curiously-shaped 
Limestone hills, made an ideal less 
resting-pliace for a people identifi.
